—Former Governor Thomas E. Kilby, 
who has just returned to his office 
here after a month’s trip of organi­ 
zation in the southern part of 
the 
state/ made the prediction today that 
the indorsemen of his candidacy by 
former Governor B. B. Comer, which 
was announced during his absence, to­ 
gether with the promise of the active 
Support of the Comer following in 
Alabama, is alone sufficient to assure 
his nomination" by a safe plurality 
if not a majority over all other four 
candidates.

Governor Kilby states 
that 
the 
strength of the combined Comer-Kil- 
by following was shown in the last 
race for president of the public ser­ 
vice commission in this state. 
In 
that race Sam P. Kennedy who had 
been elected by the people once, and 
'who had successfully managed the 
campaign of Charles Henderson for 
governor, announced' for 
re-election 
on an anti-Kilby platform. Kilby and 
Comer got A. G. Patterson into the 
race, enlisted the support of their fol­ 
lowers in his behalf, and although Mr. 
Patterson at that time was compara­ 
tively unknown he carried almost ev­ 
ery county in the state. 
Ever since Kilby was a member of 
Comer’s Sunday school class of the 
First Methodist church here, there has 
been a close sympathy between the 
two men, polit'cally and personally. 
Kilby supported Comer in all his state 
races and was a member of his staff 
when Comer was governor. When he 
himself was elected to the governor­ 
ship, Kilby appointed Comer as sen­ 
ator to succeed Bankhead in recog­ 
nition of the record he had made as a 
progressive executive. 
Comer now 
says Kilby ¿a entitled to political re­ 
ward for the record he made during 
the four years of the Kilby admin­ 
istration.

H. M. Ayers, publisher of the An­ 
niston Star, who has been intimate­ 
ly associated with Governor Kilby in 
all his political campaigns has been 
with him on the present trip of or­ 
ganization, which has included all of 
North Alabama and most of the cOun- 
t.ee of the south.
